Mr. Aldon, of the 
New Tdrk Times, who never loses an op- 
portunity to do 1-s fellow men a sen Ice, 
figiirrs out what can be made by the 
chicken business, toVJ«£r :is a basis of his 
estimates, the fift.ires fovid in the books 
referred to. He says:

show that the first cost of a dozen Shang- 
hai eggs would be, say, 50 cents. These 
when hatched by an ordinary lieu would 
yield an average qupMtity of ten hens nnd 
two cocks. Easli hon 011 reaching matu- 
rity -would bog-n to lay eggs at the rate 
of 365 per year, the lirst ten hens 
thus yielding 
3,650 
eggs 
annu- 


ally. -These . eggs wou'd produce 
in 


round numbers 3,C 3D liens, "so that at the 
end of the second year the chicken farm- 
er would be in the receipt of over 3,000 
daily eggs, or 1,095,C;3 eggs annually. 
Were lie to seT! these eggs for 4 cents 
each, he would have a yearly revenue of 
nearly S45,0; J foT eggs alone. He would, 
moreover, have, after two years of cl-ek- 
en culture, a large quantity o£ nr.ddlo- 
aged liens, which could be sold ta board- 
ing-bonae keepers for more than the 
cost of feeding 3,C03 active layers. Thus, 
at a first cost of 50 cents, the investor 
could soon seoure a pennauent -income 
of $45,000 anniially. Nothing could be 
aioifcideligliKul than these figares, but 
theylured untold numbers of Americans 
to ruin." 


Home facts have recently came to light 


regarding the management of the Geor- 
" gia penitentiary which show a strange 
condition of things in that State. In 
1809 there were 350 convicts in the peni- 
tentiary of Georgia. In 1872 the number 
had increased to 475. It was reported 
that Qua increase was not due to increase 
of crime, but to a move rigid enforcement 
of the law.

But 
recently, Captain Nelms, the keeper of 
the convicts under the Georgia system,

It has been observed that children 


and old people endure deprivation of 
food by no means as well as adults. 
This fact was noletl by M. Saviguy in 
the case- of tho. wreck of the frigate 
Medusa. 
After the wreck one huudreil 


ami fifty persons of all ages were ex- 
posed o~n a rait for thirteen, days with 
hardly any food. 
Out of this number 


only fifteen survived, among them M. 
Savtgny and the children. 
\rouug per- 


sons and the aged were the first to sue- 
cunib. This wreck occurred iu 1816. 
M. iSavigny gave, in. an inaugural thesis, 
aTflry instructive and accurate account 
pit |heT occurrence, which, is very gener- 
ally" quoted in *.vorks on physiology. 


I)r. Sovick relates the case of eight 


men who were shut up in a coal mine 
for five days and sixteen hours with but 
a half-pound.of breacl,..a bit of cheese 
and two glasses of wine, all of whom 
survived, but were in a very weak and 
dilapidatecLstate when rescued. 


Berara quotes the example of a con- 


vict who diad of starvation, after sixty- 
three days, his only nutriment during 
this time having been water. 


Dr. B. M. Richardson, iu the Social 


SSefencc Review and Journal of Sciences, 
lionflon, has the following: 
Wc'Sonr- 


sfelves kno\v an instance in which a man 
with a disordered mind refused all food 
for thirty" days, and after a shorffrelurn 
tdfiSojtt again refused food for thirty- 
srJC'aays. But in this instance, on the 
second occasion, the sufferer died al- 
though he had recommenced to swallow 
light nourishment. 


Austin Flint, Jr., M. IX, in his work 


on " Alimentation, Digestion and Ab- 
sorption," published by D. Applelou & 
Co., in 1870, says ill the chapter de- 
voted to inanition: " Berard also quotes 
from various authorities: instances of 
deprivation of food for periods varying 
from four months to sixteen years. All 
of these subjects were females, and the 
histories of such cases, reports of which 
are by no means uncommon, belong 
properly to psychology, as they are un- 
doubted examples of that morbid desire 
to excite sympathy and interest which 
is sometimes observed and which leads 
to the most adroit and persevering effort 
at deception." 


In a foot-note Dr. Flint says: " From 


time immemorial the credulous have 
periodically been startled with reports 
of wonderful eases in which persons 
(generally females) have lived for an 
incredible time without food. A curious 
specimen of these histories is the case 
of a girl, ten years of age, who lived 
without food and drink and in whom 
development, etc., seemed to bo normal. 
This was testified to by a learned physi- 
cian, in 1542." 
The smallest quantity of food upon 


which life is known to have been sup- 
ported with vigor during a prolonged 
period, is that on which Cornaro states 
himself to have subsisted. This was no 
more than .twelve ounces a day, chiefly 
of vegetable matter, for a period of fifty- 
eight years. There is only one instance 
on record in which his plan was fol- 
lowed. 


Fodere mentions that some workmen 


T^ere extricated alive after fourteen 
days1 confinement in a cold, damp cav- 
ern in '.vhioh.they had been .buried un- 
der a ruin. 


Shere is the well-known, case of a 


hog which was buried in its sty for 1GO 
days under thirty feet of the chalk of 
Dover Cliff and was dug out alive at 
•he end of t.hat time, reduced in weight 
rom 160 to forty pounds 


In a case recorded by Dr. Willan, of 


[.younu: gentleman who starved him- 
ieli under the intluenee of religious de- 
iasiou, life was prolonged for sixty 
titiys, duriag the whole of which time 
uo other nourishment was taken than 
a little orange juice. 


Dr. Carpenter, in his Physiology, re- 


lates a similar case, that came under 
his own notice, that of a young French 
lady who was fifteen days without any 
kind of food, when at last she was com; 
pelled to take nourishment. 
During 


this time she took a great deal of exer- 
cise and her strength seemed to suffer 
but little. 


Dr. Carpenter cites another instance 


of prolonged abstinence from food that 
came under his own observation.' This 
time it was a young lady who had suf- 
fered severely from the tetanic form of 
hysteria and who was unable to take 
food for three weeks; the slightest at- 
tempt to introduce a morsel of solid 
matter into the stomach occasioned 
rery severe vomiting and retching and 
the only nourishment that could be ad- 
ministered was a cup of tea once or 
twice a day—on many days this, even, 
being refused. 
Yet the strength of the 


patient rather increased than diminish- 
ed during this period; her muscles be- 
came firmer, and IXOT voice more "DOW- 
erful. 
'

Table Manners. 


One of the surest tests of refinement 


is the test of eating. There may possi- 
bly be persons of taste and, delicacy 
who arc careless of the table and care- 
less at the table, but they are black 
swans, exceptions which prove the rule. 
This test is as-applicable to brutes as to 
men. There is as much difference in 
tho refinement of individuals of the 
canine and equine and bovine and feline 
species as in those of human species; 
and this difference is seen most plainly 
in their personal habits and particular- 
ly in their habits of eating. Even in 
that omnivorous animal, the pig, we 
find this statement verified. 
An aristo- 


cratic pig is dainty at the trough and re- 
fuses food it' not up to. grade or served 
in a slovenly style. 


Thcro is no pain of the social sort more 


exquisite than the pain endured by a 
sensitive and refined nature when by 
stress of circumstances it is compelled 
to feed on husks and with swine. This 
was the crowning agony that brought 
the prodigal son to himself and influ- 
enced him to return to his father's 
house, where the servant had good food 
anil to spare. 


To some, good table manners come 


by nature; to others only by training. 
Those who are born with a delicate 
'sense of taste and smell, with fine or- 
ganizations and limited powers of di- 
gestion, are naturally particular about 
their eating, and prefer starvation to 
indulgence in anything-" common, or 
unclean." 
Others in whom all the 


'senses are dull and whose bodies are 
coarsely made, are easily pleased and 


• have no dilliculty in eating whatever is 
set before them, asking no questions for 
'conscience's or any other sake. This 
latter class, unfortunately quite too 
•numerous for the comfort of tho former 
.though not perhaps too many for the 
rough faro and work of the world, are 
proper subjects for culture in table man- 
ners. 
It was doubtless in the interest 


of this class our correspondent wrote, 
at whose earnest request a few hints 
are here printed. 
: 
Any one who will from principle and 


by habit keep the Ten Commandments 
iwill have no doubts as to their worth to 
'the world, and their divine origin. "If 
any man will do His will, ho shall know 
of tho doctrine." The formation, of a 
habit creates a sentiment. It may take 
a long time to form it, but the habit 
once formed, a settlement will grow up 
and twine around it as the ivy graces 
the oak. 
This is why mothers who 


seek to develop good table manners in 
their children will first provide good 
table appointments, and carefully pre- 
pared and , daintily served food, and 
will then insist upon good behavior. 
These three -things insisted on will in 
time .create a sentiment in the minds of 
children that will make correct table 
manners a second nature. 


1. As to table appointments. 
The 


cloth should be scrupulously clean, 
though it be only coarse material; nice- 
ly starched and ironed, and put on 
straight, its folds parallel with the side 
of the table, and they with the side of 
the room. 
The napkins, of however 


coarse material, must also be clean, 
carefully ironed and put on in place. 
The arrangement of the dishes on the 
table must be uniform, regular and 
tasteful, each dish, plate, spoon, glass, 
being in its appointed place and kept, 
there. Any ono accustomed to orderly 
appointments by habit soon learns to 
feel the necessity of taste and exacti- 
tude. These arc fearfully neglected in 
many families. 
Table furniture of all 


sorts is hustled on without regard to 
appearance or order, the uapcry is dis- 
gusting, Uiu carelessness in disposing it 
equally so, and the results are only such 
as might be expected. 


2. As to the food. It is impossible to 


fed polite and well mannered over un- 
palatable, coarse, ill-prepared food. 
Every mouthful of it provokes ill-hu- 
mor, resentment, dissatisfaction. The 
house mother who insists on good table, 
manners must give her family good 
food. 
There is ho -need of sour bread, 


muddy coffee, soggy potatoes, heavy 
pie-crust, leathery batter cakes. Ches- 
terfield himself would forget his man- 
ners if compelled for any length of time 
to subsist on such a diet. 


3. As to methods c/f eating1. With 


the assistance of the knife and fork the 
food may bo so divided as to relieve the 
incisors of the heaviest part of their 
work and make small mouthfuls a pleas- 
ure. The grinders indicate that grind- 
ing in the month is a part of the process 
of nutrition. 
Animals tlestitute of 


grinders bolt their food. It is not flt- 


- ting that human beings should eat as 
" dogs do, since they have each a "mill" 


ready for use—which dogs have not. 
Tho lips arc so constructed that the 
noise of the grinding, which is intoler- 
able to ears polite, may be effectually 
disguised. This is a point that cannot 
be too urgently insisted on. 
Food, 


whether liquid or solid, must be convey- 
ed into the mouth and from the mouth 
downward silently. 


Tho position at table should be un- 


The Buoyancy of Water. 


Another terrible steamboat slaughter! 


Presence of mind and a slight knowl- 
edge of the specific gravity of the hu- 
man body, would have saved much of 
this frightful loss of life. There was 
vloose wood enough i about the boat to 
have floated ten times, the number of 
passengers on theTill-fated vessel, if it 
had been usedlwith judgment. 
The 


human body weighs about a pound in 
the" water" and a" single chair will carry 
two grown persons. That is, it would 
keep their heads above water, which is 
all that is necessary, when it is a ques- 
tion of life or death. The burning ves- 
sel was close to shore, the water was 
calm and warm and all of these passen- 
gers might easily have jumped over- 
board and paddled laughing ashore, if 
they had only possessed and used the 
simple knowledge that one linger placed 
upon a stool, or a chair, or a small box, 
or'apieovof. board, would easily keep 
the head above water, while the two 
feet and the other hand might be used 
as paddles to propel towards the shore. 
It is not at all necessary to know how 
to swim to be able to keep from drown- 
ing in this way. A little experience of 
the buoyant power of matter, and faith 
in it, is all that is required. 
We have 


seen a small boy who could not swim a 
stroke propel himself back and forth 
across a deep, wide pond by means of a 
board that would not sustain five pounds 
weight. In fact, that sometime small 
boy is now writing this. Children and 
all others should have practice in the 
sustaining power of water. In nine 
cases out of ten the knowledge that 
what will sustain a pound weight is all 
that is necessary to keep one's head 
above water will serve better in emer- 
gencies than the greatest expertness as 
a swimmer. 
A person unfamiliar with 


the buoyant power of water will natu- 
rally try to climb on top of the floating 
object on which he tries to save himself. 
If it is large enough, that is all right. 
But it is generally not large enough, 
and half of a struggling group is often 
drowned in the desperate scramble of a 
life and death struggle t'o climb on top 
of a piece of wreck or other floating ob- 
ject, not large enough to keep them all 
entirely above tho water. This often 
happens when plsasure boats capsize. 
All immediately want to get out of tho 
water on top of the overturned or half- 
"]led. boat, and all are drowned except 
iflose whom the wrecked craft will 
wholly bear up. If they would simply 
trust the water to sustain niaety-nine 
hundreds of the weight of their bodies, 
and the disabled boat the other hun- 
dredth, they might all be saved under 
most circumstances. . An overturned or 
water-filled wooden/':boat^ will sustain 
more people in tKis way than, it will 
carry. It would keep the tieUds above 
water ol as many people as. eqnld get 
their heads on the gunwale. These are 
simple facts, easily learned, and may 
some.;day save ya\is,:^ifa.--^Trenton. (N.

constrained and easy, the person sitting 
erect or slightly bent forward when 
eating,'sirthnt the mouth maybe direct- 
ly above the plate; the arms should ho 
held at tho side, not extended at right 
angles with the body. The elbows 
should be kept oft'- tho table. 
Leaning 


back in one's chair or dancing on one 
leg of this chair, is a grievous violation 
o£ table etiquette, permitted only and 
wrongly to spoil- children. The mouth 
and lingers must be kept, during all the 
process of eating, absolutely clean. The 
dainty cater will keep his plate in order 
and leave it so, with knife and fork laid 
together across the plate. Tho use of 
tho fork to the exclusion of the knife in 
carrying food to the mouth is insisted 
on. Leave-taking is admissible-only by 
permission of the hostess. Table talk 
should be light, agreeable, general, 
each person present contributing his or 
her quota to the general fund, and chil- 
dren observing the excellent rule of 
being "seen and not heard," unless 
they are in such majority that the con- 
versation is keyed to their level. 


Parents who will bo at the pains to 


set their children such examples as they 
wish to see followed and will themselves 
conform to a high standard of table 
etiquette, will have little difficulty in 
attaining the results of culture they all 
desire.

: ; Halted Pulling. 


A corresppaitciit inquires how to cure 


a colt or horse of ;the 'bud'practice of 
halter pulHipg;'-'-, Itis asitjallj;ahabit cor. 
tracted by the badiuanairement of those 
having care and control of voung ani- 
mals. ^Th'ere: ar^'viiafeSftJs,; devices rec- 
ommended,' which by patience can be 
effectually used to breakup such habits. 
One is to have the halter'strap not fas- 
tened to the head"gtftll,'hiit through the 
ring of the halter van<T fasten to aTjack 
strap at the top.crf the shoulders. The 
back strap to hare a crupper to it. The 
back strap to be held firmly in place 
by a strap around the 
body, the 


back strap passing loosely through a 
Icpp in.it. In this way the horse, iu 
pulling back.-pulls on his own tail and 
will only make a few efforts of the kind. 
There is no inconvenience or danger in 
kee'pirig such, an apparatus on until the 
horse is thoroughly cured. 
And it is 


well to give an excuse of pulling occa- 
sionally by careful devices. 


Another way is to have the halter 


pass through a ring in post or manger, 
and back oetween the fore .legs and 
through a loop in a strap or surcingle and 
then back and fasten to one of the hind 
feet. Then when the horse pulls the 
draft is on his hind foot, which he is 
soon tired of. 
This is perfectly safe 


when one is present, but many horses 
or colts throw themselves, and in ab- 
sence of attendance may injure them- 
selvep. 


A tiird way recommended is to pass 


the strap through the ring of the head 
stall ana the surcingle as above, but in- 
stead of fastening to "the loot, fasten to 
the end of hisitafi by tieing a knot in 
the end of the hair and thus when he 
pulls at the halter he pulls his tail be- 
tween his hind legs. This is less dan- 
gerous and equally as effectual as either 
oi.thji jqther ways. 
But all these de- 
vices miisTbo- -o«*afully .done, and al- 
ways with straps, rings, etc., wfiich'Ure- 
horse cannot break. In fact, he never 
would have contracted the bad habit of 
halter pulling unless he had broken the 
halter at his first efforts. To subdue a 
horse thoroughly he must be convinced 
that man ana his appliances are strong- 
er than he is, then he pays him homage 
and is obedient to a superior master.— 
Iowa State Register.

The Farm Outbuildings. 


We gave a few weeks since, gome 


.houghts on the repair or re-building of 
'arm outbuildings, but there ' is one 
hing of importauee which was not eu- 
orced in that article and that is, a 
eaution-against spreading the oubbuikU 
ngs over too much ground and placing 
them at too great a distance from tho 
dwelling. It is well, of course, not'to 
:rowcl the barn or stable too near the 
house. .There are important sanitary 
advantages in having a free circulation 
of air about the premises, which are not 
secured where the stable adjoins or is 
n very^fiear proximity "to the dwelling 
t being understood that the site is well 
jrotected from .thevsweep of 'cold, 
forcing winds. --"While there are ad- 
'antages, however, in not crowding the 
buildings, there-are also advantages in 
not having them too far removed. It is 
more convenient to do tho necessary 
work where outbuildings are near the 
.welling, but there is a greater risk from 
ire, which must ;be made secure by a 
iolicy in some safe compiaiiy. •' 
The barn; stable and'piggery must be 


,t a reasonable distance from the house 
>ut they must not be carried too fai 
way. 
And just this.is the point to be 


guarded against. Not long ago, in vis^ 
;ing the farm of a well-to-do °aad most 
ntelligent'farmer, we counted no less. 
han eleven outbuildings, strewn about' 
ver fully an acre of 'ground, (possibly 
Tiore,) making it a good task to go 
rom the house-to the farthest building 
n the morning; before breakfast, of a 
vinter's day. This is a miserable econo- 
my in building, and a more miserable 
conomy in having to tramp, year in and 
Tear out, between these buildings .in 
o\ng the ordinary "chores," and tak-. 
ng care of the animals of the farm, 
ummer and winter.

— it would be detected at once by its un- 
pleasant smell or taste, says an English 
writer on household matter. Now, this 
is only the'i case when it has beeii.ke.pt 
too long and allowed to become rancid. 
Nothing makes lighter or more delicious 
pastry .than, f r.esh, beef drippi n.gs, if prop,- 
erly handled', riiave known a house 
where the cook was a " professional," 
rcceivin°r high wages, where the cuisine, 
was'of the choicest. Yet dripping was 
always used by her in the making ol 


both for tarts and pies, and most 


'amily amounted to th'f%e affi 


one-half pounds, thus showing that foi 
making cakes and pastry it was seldom 
,if qv.er used. Of fatty substances wh ich 
'comb unSer tfiec'heaa'fef drippiing there 
are more than most mistresses have any 
idea of. Besides the orthodox drippings 
itr6m*he-nac.it which is being roasted 
there is fat which is "run down,' 


,s of cooked beef too fa 
en. but which, if 
cut in 


pieces, put mto a jar with a lid and 
stood in a tolerably hot oven for over an 
hour, will subside into a liciuid in which 
some .shriveled parchment-like lump 
are floating. This liquid fat, whei 
strained, is of a pale, yellow color, abou 
the consistency of butter, and most val 
uable for the best kind of pastry. It ha 
no unpleasant smell or taste. The lump 
of shriveled meat need not be discard 
ed; they will make what are terniei 
"shell biscuit," a nice accompanimeu 
to cheese- For tliis purpose they shouk 
be allowed to cool, then chop finely 
add a pinch of salt and double the 
weight in flour, mix into a thick paste 
with water, roll out the paste to abou 
the thickness of a saucer, cut with a 
tumbler, and bake in a moderate oven 
till a pale brown color. Mutton drip 
ping is not in any way so valuable as 
beef or pork, it being only lit for fryiao- 
purposes, but bacon fat should never be 
discarded, it being equal to lard for 
cakes or pastry. 
A great objection to 


it, however, is that it looks so darkt but 
this, being the fault of the cook, can be 
remedied. Bacon should be cooked in 
a perfectly clean frying-pan, and the fat, 
when tho pan is emptied, be run 
through a tin strainer previously dipped 
in hot water; then a little boiling water 
should bo poured wiiji tho fat itself into 
the basin. This will take all rcmainin» 
impurities to the bottom, leaviuo- the 
upper crust white and pure. No fonlv 
bacon fat, but all dripping, should be 
treated iji this way while it is hot. 


Scours in Calves. 


It has been my province for several 


years to lake charge of tho calves, and 
1 have had very good luck, but find that 
when they first begin to eat sour milk 
they are generally apt to scour and if 
the looseness is not checked it reduces 
them. Now, as an ounce of preventive 
is bettor than a pound of cure, I use 
about a great spoonful of prepared chalk 
in their drink. I stir it into the milk 
and they never- mind it. One dose is 
sufficient as a general rule.

good thing for the calves is occasionally 
t.o throw a shovelful of fresh earth upon 
the floor of the stable where they can 
sec it. They will lick it up and seem to 
enjoy it very much. When they are old 
enough to -be turned out they generally 
help themselves to a few licks of earth 
every day. It seems to be a natural in- 
stinct and something that they crave.
